'V ancouver, May 13.— The salmon can- 
ning industry is in a demoralized condi- 
tion, owing to the short-sightedness of 
the federal government in pussiiif; regu- 
lations in the first place that so discour- 
aged canners that pending the changes 
demanded and only recently made, they 
could make no preparations for the 
season's run. While the regulations 
have been somewhat modified, they are 
still unworkable, and dire results are 
prophesied by some of the canners here. 

Tin [date is very scarce, and many of 
the cuuners were so discouraged with 
the outlook that when the better treated 
packers of Puget Sou;:.! c-ime into the 
market to buy cans, they let go more 
than they could safely spare. Now it 
is said that further tin cannot be secured 
in time for the sockeye season, so that 
no matter bow big the run is, the pack 
must he small. 

There is also a certainty of trouble in 
securing labor for the llshery on account 
of the registration requirements- The 
industry is, being paralyzed, owing to 
the meddlesome and ignorant actions of 
the men misrepresenting Vancouver and 
Westminster, who are inspiring the 
Ottawa authorities as to what they 
should or should not do.

Reported Refusal of Manitoba Demand-

London, May 13.— Lord Kosebery's 
speech before the London Liberal club on 
May 5, in the course of which lie ex- 
pressed a wish for the revival of the old 
1. literal spirit, has proved an oratorical 
ap-de of discord of the first order. 

It has elicited a virulent reply from 
Sir W. Vernon Ilnrcourt, in ti speech be- 
fore the Devonshire Club, which has 
been the political sensation of the week. 
Sir William's speech bore witness to the 
bitterness of the duel for the leadership 
of the Liberal party between himself 
find Lord Ilosebery, and to the peat-up 
personal feeling of the speaker against 
Lord Rosebery, who was responsible for 
his temporary effacement. In the course 
of Sir William Vernon Harcourt's 
speech he declared that Lord Itosebery's 
words were tantamount to advice to 
"take tt sponge and wipe out the glorious 
inheritance which Mr. Gladstone left the 
party, before his ashes are cold." 

The Liberal organizations have taken 
up the cudgels in behalf of Lord Ilose- 
bery and talk to Harcourt very straight. 
The Speaker calls his interpretation of 
Lord Itosebery's words "a most absurd 
and malicious falsification of his mean- 
ing, and the lirst example in recent years 
of downright misrepresentation." 

The British Weekly says: "Harcourt's 
words are grossly unjust, and slander- 
ous, and only to he accounted for by 
a rancor of hatred amounting almost to 
madness." , 

Other mouthpieces of the Liberal parly 
insist that Lord Rosebery, in urging a re- 
turn to the Liberalism of 1880 did not. 
mean a change of programme, but a re- 
turn to the party discipline in the hal- 
cyon days of Liberalism. 

Sir "William Hnreourt to-day an- 
nounces that he will speak to his constit- 
uents on May 24. His utterances iire 
awaited with the keenest interest, nnd 
another speech in the best lighting style 
is expected. 

Meanwhile the Conservative press in- 
terprets Ilosebery as Hnreourt does, ami 
in some quarters the opinion is expressed 
that Itosebery's utterances are nothiiix 
less than a direct bid for Mr. Chamber- 
lain, and a prelude to Rosebery identify- 
ing himself with the Liberal-Unionists. 

The Sun snys that Lord Itosebery's 
abandonment and his explicit acceptance 
f the Liberal-Unionist programme might 
iu the event of a Conservative victory at 
the next election possibly be marked by 
the offer and his acceptance of cabinet 
rank.

On motion dC Mr. Sip- 
prell, making an appeal for this year's 
.needs, $(;.l>00 to meet all expenses and 
pay off Boating liabilities, $3,025 was 
subscribed in half an hour. The prin- 
cipal is authorized to follow up Ihe aiv- 
peal throughout the province during the 
year. 

A communication from the quarterly 
Official hoard of New Westminster Cen- 
tral church extended an invitation to 
meet at New Westminster uno-ther year. 

Ucv. Dr. Sutherland was interviewed 
regarding the question referred to the 
conference by the Indian conference nt 
Victoria. Request was made that the 
stationing committee concur in the 
change of Hartley Bay mission from 
Bella Bella to 8impson district, and the 
Ohilliwack Indian mission from New 
Westminster to Bella Bella. The con- 
ference agreed. 

It was recommended that special or- 
dination be given to these native work- 
era in Indian districts: Patrick Buss, 
George Edgar, David McKay and Louis 
Grey. 

It was decided to ordnin Dr. It. W. 
Large, of Bella Bella, for special pur- 
poses, the ordination tn take place on 
Sunday morning in the Wallace street 
church. 

Louis Gostiell, a native Simpson n, ad- 
dressed the conference regarding work 
at Port Simpson. 

On the third ballot Rev. It. Whitting- 
ton, president or the conference, was 
elected delegate to the general hoard of 
the missions.

McKlnnon has for some little time past 
been prospecting in the Mount Sicker 
neighborhood, with the result that he lias 
struck a ledge of free-milling gold so ex- 
ceedingly rich Unit, the treasured yellow 
iiietnl may be cut oat of the white quartz 
In chunks with a common penknife, ll Is 
the opinion of experienced miner* who ciinio 
down wlin McKlnnon, and were favored 
with a slj;lit of his specimens on the train, 
that the ore will ran from f 10,000 to ,<;ir>,<llXI 
n ton If it (,'oes n cent, at which value It 
will not take inaiiy tons to make McKlnnon 
a wealthy mnn— perhaps u millionaire.

They say that 
the Lenora Is still closed down, but likely 
to resume active work almost any day— 
as soon ns certain contemplated changes 
In the management have been brought 
nbnut.

Vessels Chartered to Carry 
Salmon— Train Landed 
at Chemainus. 



Since the loss of the City of Kingston, 
the Garland, on the Port Angeles route, 
has been currying some days as many 
passengers as her license allowed. 
" Down Sound " people have preferred 
travelling this way to voyaging on the 
old George 13. Starr, and have come at 
times to the number of 50. Yesterday, 
however, the first effect of the change 
or steamers— the replacing of the Stiirr 
by the Utopia— was uoticeuble oa the 
Garland, for not more than seven or 
eight passengers arrived. The Gar 
laud's trips are steadily becoming of 
more interest, and should the expecta- 
tions of some arrivals on her yesterday 
materialize, it will not he long before 
Port Angeles is of a size to warrant a 
daily service with Victoria. One of 
these arrivals was W. McNeill, formerly 
an officer on the provincial police force, 
lie has spent three weeks in Port Au- 
geles and predicts for the town one of 
the greatest futures of any place on the 
coast. He has no property interests there 
which might prejudice his view. Values 
he says, are rising, and by ,Iuue 1 the 
town will be full of people, But they 
will be Eastern people, and not those 
who have interests in Seattle, Tneomn 
or Port Townscnd. Mr. McNeill says 
it is a fact that 200 Pennsylvania 
families nre shortly to settle in Port 
Angeles, for he hits seen the correspond- 
ence relative to it, and he knows also 
of (10 more coming from another place. 
A big sawmill is an assured enterprise 
for the city, and the work on the rail- 
road is going along rapidly, but quietly. 
Two miles and a half of the road has 
been completed, while the line for five 
miles more is ballasted. General Man- 
ager Atkinson left for the Rust last Mon- 
day, to purchase rolling stock for the 
road. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The three-masted schooner .T. M. Cole- 
man, now loading cargo for St- Michael, 
will carry an odd freight. According 
to it Port Angeles paper, which port she 
cleared from last week, she will have 
300 tons of coal from Nauuimo, fiO tons 
of sugar from Vancouver, and a deck- 
load of lumber from New Whatcom. 

The British ship River Fallock and 
the Russian hark Favell are reported to 
have been chartered for British Colum- 
bia salmon cargoes, being the first of 
the 1800 fleet engaged. The River Pul- 
loek is a vessel of 1,580 tons, and is out 
60 days from Hamburg with general 
German merchandise for this port. As 
previously stilted, she will he the first 
vessel to bring cargo direct to this port 
from Germany. The other vessel it 
coining from Kiao-Chou. 

Bark Agate arrived in the Royal Roads 
on Friday evening, en route to Nanniino 
for_ coal cargo for San Francisco. 

The 0. P. R. steamship Empress of 
India, due here from the Orient on 
Tuesday, has 140 saloon and 100 Asiatic 
passengers for Victoria.

.dear— a bottle of bay rum cost $5, and 
with everything else proportionately high 
the prices were reduced. Now the rates 
are 50 cents for shaving, $1 for haircut- 
ting, and $2 for a bath, and I am paying 
SHOO a mouth for rent, with other ex- 
penses just as heavy. 

"Oh, yes, 1 own the shop now. I'm 
fixing it up so that by the time of the 
clean-up it will lie the swellcst lonsorial 
parlor in the whole North country. I've 
worked hard for what I've got, though— 
7 a. >m. to 10 p. in. were my hours, and 
I kept at it steadily, except when I hud 
the typhoid, or when 1 caught the mine 
fever from my customers, and laid down 
the razor ami the clippers to 'stampede.' 

"Let me see— the first lime I went up 
the creeks with a rush was to 17 miles 
above on Hunker, along in November. 
You could not exactly call if a stampede 
that time, but it was pretty near it. We 
got to flic ground we started for. fill 
right, but we didn't stake— they talked 
■us out of it. 

"The next time I went out was- just 
about Christmas— to Hunker again. I 
Milked then on one of the benches at 
1130 on the night of the last day of 
1808— it was 35 below, and when we 
got back to the cabin I found my nose 
was frozen. I didn't notice it when we 
were outside; one doesn't feel at all un- 
comfortable in the intense cold. There 
were six of us in the crowd on that trip, 
a n 1 we went out very comfortably with 
thrfte dog teams. 

"Then came 'Nigger dim's' stampede. 
We Started— two or three hundred of ns 



fashion suggests in Dawson, just us well 
as you can 'outside' — only you have to 
pay more for it. if you have the price 
you can buy almost anything. 

"And it's unother general rule that 
appl ies everywhere. 

" Dawson is fast settling down to a 
business basis. When I first went in I 
there was no fixity of values. You 
would pay 50 cents for an article one 
day and perhaps $10 the next, or vice 
versa, just as some certain line of goods 
was cornered, or the corner was broken ! 
through. Now there are plenty of stores 
and full stocks in all of them. When 1 
went in, too, it was almost impossible 
to find a spot on the beach to pitch a 
tent. Now it is easy to secure a good 
business site. 

" It will be a good town for years to 
come, although its sensational day is 
past, nnd the chances of an individual 
miner striking it rich, either by luck or 
expert knowledge, are very much re- 
duced. The mines on likely creeks and 
benches are getting into the hands of 
companies, and capital will develop tin- 
country on business principles— thor- 
oughly, systematically and steadily. 

" Why did I leave? Oh, I'm going 
back just as soon as I can attend to the 
business that brought nie out. You see, 
I wanted to make my place the prettiest 
and neatest in the North. So 1 went 
shopping on a large scale on the Sth of 
April. I couldn't find what I wanted, 
so I determined to come oat and make 
my purchases. It was evening when [ 
made ii(i in) mind to come out; I bought 
my dog team and started by -1 the next 
morning. 

"1 had five dogs in a basket sleigh - 
poor brutes, but the best I could ^'t't. 
Vot the first two or three days, the dogs j 
being fresh, I made five miles an hour 
or better. Then the breaking ice com- 
menced to cut the feet of the dogs so 
that they could do little better than ' 
crawl, and as they played out I had to 
replaei them here and there us oppor-; 
(unity offered. I bad to leave two at the 
White Horse and walk from there to 1 
Mediated;. 

"1 didn't, find any really bad ice on 
the lower river, but the snowslides had 
made (Jie trnil sidling. I was travelling 
so light that I had little trouble. Once 
in a while I had to break trail or a de- 
tour would be necessary, but not very j 
often. Then the surface water wasn't: 
more than ten or twelve inches deep, us 
the river was very low when it froze. 

At Thirty-Mile I found open water I 

bad to make a three-mile portage, and I 
three miles more to the foot of Like J 
Lebarge.

THE SOUND SBltVICE. 

Messrs. Dodwell & Co. arc doubtless 
doing their best to provide a satisfactory 
service between Victoria and the Sound, 
and the observations made in this article 
must not be understood aa reflecting in 
any way upon their good faith or busi- 
ness enterprise, which indeed would be 
quite out of the Question in connection 
with u shipping Arm of such known 
energy and standing. Wc wish simply to 
consider the Sound service? from a Vic- 
toria [Hjint of view. 

It is Victoria's business which makes 
this service worth maintaining. The 
passenger service may be as large one 
way as another, hut the freight business 
is almost altogether in one direction 
Wc are not now referring to what busi- 
ness may bo done between Tacoma and 
Seattle and Port Townscnd. The busi- 
ness being Victoria's, it seems reasonable 
to claim that the steamer carrying it 
ought if possible to be- one making Vic- 
toria her home port. As it is, the dis- 
bursements on account of the service, 
which in the days of the Kingston could 
not have been less than $10,000 a month, 
are made in a foreign port, and the profit 
on the service, if any, is enjoyed by a 
foreign corporation. 

Objection is made that a Canadian ves- 
sel could not do business between ports 
on the Sound. This is true, but we do 
not know that it is a fatal objection. 
As we understand the law, u Canadian 
vessel could leave Tacoma and call at 
Seattle and Townscnd for passengers 
and freight, although she could nut land 
either at those ports. She could also, 
we think, take on and deliver mail from 
or for Victoria at either or nil of those 
ports- 

The C. P. N. Co.'s steamer Islander 
would be admirably adapted for the truf- 
fle, and we are sure the citizens and busi- 
ness men of Victoria would be very 
glad to see her engaged in that service. 
She is fast and thoroughly safe, besides 
being an exceedingly commodious ship. 

We mention this mutter at this time in 
order that the people of Victoria may 
move in it, if they thiuk it worth while, 
before Messrs. Dodwell & Co. have com- 
pleted any arrangement for n steamer 
for the route. If anything is to be 
done in the matter, there should be no 
delay about it. If the service is ever 
to Im' secured by a Victoria vessel, the 
present is the most favorable time likely 
to arise in a long while, for after Messrs. 
Dodwell it Co. put on a new vessel, it 
will be too late, as well as unfair, to 
think of taking the question up. There- 
fore, if anything is to be done, it should 
be done quickly.

FRIDAY NIGHT'S MEETING. 

A correspondent yesterday directed at- 
tention to the fact that no invitation was 
extended to the Board of Trade to be 
present at the meeting when the proposi- 
tion of the Port Angeles railway com- 
pany was considered. This occasioned 
some remark during Friday, when it 
was known that the meeting was to be 
held. An explanation is certainly due 
the members of the Board of Trade. At 
the joint meeting, when Mr. Atkinson 
made his verbid proposal, Mr. Lugrin, 
speaking as a member of the Board of 
Trade, asked if he had a right to vote 
on the resolution requesting Mr. Atkin- 
son to submit a proposition in writing, 
and explained that his reason for so do- 
ing was to ascertain the position of 
members of the Board of Trade in con- 
nection with the negotiations. The re- 
sult of the short discussion occasioned by 
this question was a statement by the 
Mayor that the Committee of Fifty and 
the Board of Trade were to be regarded 
as a joint committee in the premises and 
the report would be considered by them 
jointly. Through some oversight, win .'h 
we etmnol think \v:is intentional, the 
Board of Trade was not notified ot Fri- 
day night's meeting. We certainly think 
that some explanation is due to the 
Board of Trade of the reason why they 
were not notified of what it was under- 
stood would be a joint meeting. The sug- 
gestion made, that there might be too 
much discussion if others besides the 
Committee of Fifty are allowed to take 
part, will not commend itself to the pub- 
lic generally, who think that full dis- 
cussion is just what is wanted. 



DISCOURAGING CONDITIONS.

Scarcely a 
word is ever spoken in encouragement, 
and there is a persistent effort at mis- 
representation of its motives and inten- 
tions. What the paper says is read. 
This is proved by the fact that 
if sentence among five hundred 
can be construed to reflect in 
some slight degree upon somebody or 
something, even though its meaning on 
the face may be quite otherwise, we 
hear of it bright and early.

OCCULT SCIENCE. 

A young Egyptian attached to the 
Turkish legation in New York has 
created something like n sensation by 
his remarkable occult powers. Some 
people do not like the word occult, but 
as it really means nothing more than 
mysterious and is a great deal shorter, 
we do not see why it should be thought 
objectionable. The young Egyptian 
does many very extraordinary things 
For example, he bids his subjects think 
of something mid he will at once tell 
them what it is, or if they prefer it, 
will draw a picture representing it. He 
does not claim his power to be other 
than the result of long study. It is 
certainly very mysterious and fascinat- 
ing, if one allows his mind to dwell upon 
it. 

Occultism is better developed in what 
is usually called the East, than else 
where— that is, in India, Thibet, Arabia 
uud Egypt. There is very little of it 
among those who are commonly called 
practical people- Persons whose minds 
arc; immersed in business or the study 
of material science do develop it not at 
all, or to so small a degree that it is un- 
notieeable. Contemplation, leisure, in 
trospectioa and generally the cultivation 
of what may be called the spiritual side 
of our nature seems requisite to evolv 
it to any degree. Perhaps it may be well 
to add thai those who seem to possess 
these powers in the highest stage of de 
velopment do not furnish much proof 
that they are worth developing, so fa 
as what we regard as practical result 
go. However, there is always room for 
doubt it' practical results, which with 
most people an- a synonym for money- 
making, arc the highest result of human 
effort. 

The above reference to tin- conditions 
under which occultism is the most fully 
developed recalls the extraordinary 
exhibition of superstition, culminating in 
tin- witchcraft trials, in New England 
at a time when the minds of the' peopli 
w rii' wrought up by the perils and isola 
lion of the early settlements, which pro 
duced conditions something akin to those 
which characterized and still character- 
ize the East- So, loo, at the close of 
the Middle Ages in Europe we liud the 
belief in witchcraft almost universal. 
Thus in Piedmont 10U persons were 
condemned to death at the same lime 
fur this alleged offence, and shortly 
afterwards 500 were executed in Geneva 
in the space of three mouths, till on the 
charge of witchcraft. Executions for 
witchcraft occurred in England by 
hundreds, and such distinguished men 
as Sir Matthew Hale, Sir Thomas 
Browne, Dr. More, Lord Bacon, Lord 
Seidell ami Archbishop Cruuuicr were 
believers in its reality. Even as laic as 
ItJlil no ies-t than 120 persons were 
hanged in I'lngland in one year as 
witches. It is very easy to attribute 
these terrible events to superstition, but 
even superstition must have some sort 
of a basis upon which to rest. This 
basis can hardly be anything less than 
what we now call occultism. William 
Cullen Bryant, in writing of the witch 
trials of Salem, says that a belief in 
witchcraft is as old as the world, which 
is after all no more than if he had said 
that there is an occult side to human 
nature, which ignorance, deception, 
fanaticism and superstition have dis- 
torted into almost infinite forms. 

It whs upon occult demonstrations of 
power that the early teachers of 
Christianity relied as proof of its divine 
origin. It will be remembered that, it 
was by the superiority of his occult 
demonstrations that Moses proved to 
Pharaoh I he divine character of his com- 
mission to free the Children of Israel. 
It. may seem sacreligious to some to in- 
clude the miracles of Jesus in the same 
category with flu; pnrlor feats of the 



Egyptian attache, but we do not think 
so. The domain of the occult is as wide 
us that of the physical universe. Indeed 
an ocean of mystery surrounds the 
Known, and of its magnitude we can 
form no conception. It is like the ocean 
of the physical world, which is the same 
whether it is a sun-kissed pool in whose 
bright waters little children play, or the 
profound depths into which no ray of 
light has over penetrated, and in whose 
cavernous nbysses blind monsters of un- 
known form grope their way. Occult 
science is the greatest possible domain 
ot human research, and at the same time 
(he most difficult of philosophical investi- 
gation.

Heaping Up Taxation and Us- 
ing the Proceeds in Wide- 
spread Corruption. 



The following is the concluding por- 
tion of the criticism of Mr. Fielding's 
budget by bin predecessor in office, Mr. 
h'orster. The tirst part of the speech 
appeared in Friday's issue: 
TIIK QUESTION OF REVENUE. 
He noticed that Liberal members ap- 
plauded very heartily every allusion to 
the increase in the revenues. (Hear, 
hear.) All and sundry of them used to 
say: "You talk about raising revenues, 
where do they come from? Do not reve- 
nues come from the people? Are they 
not all the contributions of the tax- 
payers, and tlie laborers, and the wage- 
earners of this country?" When Mr. 
Fielding was saying that the revenues 
had increased by $2,000,00(1, by $3,000,- 
000, by $4,500,000 per year, these name 
gentlemen could hardly contain them 
selves for very ecstney. (Laughter.) 
They applauded it to the echo. But lie 
thought the old-fashioned doctrine was 
probably the true one, thut these revc 
nues nil exactly represented the contri- 
butions of the people of the country to 
the expenditure of the government. Tak- 
ing customs revenue nnd inland revenue' 
together, it stood in this way: That the 
Conservative government, iirlSOo-ti took 
f 27, 750,000 of taxation from the people, 
and were not lauded, but were denounc- 
ed by the Liberal party from one end 
of the country to the other for taking 
what they called an extraordinary and 
extravagant amount of taxation from the 
people, to-wit, $27,750,000. But Mr. 
Fielding came down with perfect equan- 
imity and told his subservient followers 
that this year of grace he was taking 
out of the people this taxation, not $27,- 
750,000, but $3-1,000,000. Conservative 
applause and laughter.) Looking at the 
total revenue which came from the peo- 
ple as contributions to the expenditure 
of the countrv, it was, in 1805-0, 
$3(5,000,000, and to-day $46,600,- 
000. There was a round $10,000,- 
000 taken from the people In one way or 
another over and above what was taken 
from them In 1805-0. (ITonr, hear.) The 
customs Increase of ISOS-'J was $5,300,000. 
and the inland revenue Increase for the 
same year $1,870,000, the taxation imposed 
nnder these two heads being $7,184,524. 
Take the per capita amounts paid. Each 
Individual In Canada, taking an average, 
paid In 1895-6 for customs $3.»l; this year 
he had the pleasure of pa.-ing $4.80, or 80 
cents more. There was paid on the aver- 
age $r>.42 for customs and Inland revenue' 
taxation In 1805-0, and there was paid by 
each Individual this year of grace $0.(1.",, 
an Increase of $1.23. (Applause and 
laughter.) The total revenue paid In all 
ways by the people n! Canada was $7.11 
per head in 18D5-6; it was per head 

to-day, an increase of $1.74 per head. 

Why these buoyant revenues? A business 
man would give a different reason from that 
given by Mr. Fielding. A business man, 
looking over this country anil studying it, 
would say: "The revenues are buoyant, 
because we have extra good crops, because 
we have had extra good prices, because we 
have had an extraordinary mining develop- 
ment," and when he mentioned those three 
things, a business man .fould have ex- 
hausted the whole repertoire. (Hear, hear.) 

In his Bpcerh Mr. Fielding Indulged In 
a eulogy of the Crow's Nest Pass branch 
of the C.IUt. If the Liberal party had 
hnrt Its sweet will In 18S0 and 1SS.'!, there 
would have been no main line of the 
CP. It. (Hear, hear.) Where then would 
have been the Crow's Nest Pass portion'.' 
It would have been something like the 
celebrated abortion, the Yukon railway, 
beginning nowhere nnd ending nowhere. 
(Laughter nnd cheers.) It would have been 
impossible. If the Liberals were honest In 
the policy they propounded years ago, and 
would have carried it out If they had been 
lu office— nnd upon a proposition like that 
he admitted to a great deal of doubt in 
the light of the events of the last two 
or three yours — there would be no North- 
west worthy the name, there would be no 
C.P.R., with Its branches running Into dif- 
ferent sections of the country, there would 
linve been nn basis of Industrial mechanism 
In this country ready to take advantage 
of every line of good times, and by that 
very protection Itself holding Itself against 
the line of advance of bad times from other 
countries, as this country had the experi- 
ence of from ISiV) to 180"). 

From 18S0 to 1887, to go back no further, 
the average customs rntes on dutiable goods 

in Canada. Imported for home consnmptl 

was 20.24 per cent. In 1800, under the 
N. P., according In the figures of tin- de- 
partment of trade and commerce, the nver- 
nge rate of duly was 2!). fit per cent. in 
181)7 It was 20. (HI per cent.. In 1808 ll was 
20.22. and for the eight months of 180!) It 
was 28.08 per rent., and for the month' of 
February it was 20.58 per cent, being a 
reduction of 88 1001 lis under Liberal-Con- 
servative rule. Coming down to 1808 there 
was a reduction of 72-100ths of one per 
cent, only, nnd yet It was said the N. P. 
then no longer existed In 1808. (Hear, 
hear.) For the eight months of 1800 there 
was a reduction, comparatively, of PO-lOotlm 
of one per cent., but the N. P. no longer 
existed, and for the month of February, 
1800, there was nn extravagant decrenHe 
from 1800 to 30.100ths of one per cent..

where no British had the call of this mar- 
ket, Mr.. Fielding, before he made tlds 
25 per cent, cut, was careful to raise the 
taxation, so that instead of giving to the 
English manufacturer one-quarter of a re- 
duction Id the duties, It worked out so that 
he gave him but one-twelfth to one- 
eighth of a reduction, no more and no less. 
(Conservative laughter,) On cotton fabrics, 
printed, dyed and colored, the old rate of 
duty was 30 per cent. Before the British 
manufacturer could be allowed a chance 
with his 25 per cent, preference, the duties 
were raised to 35 per cent. Cottons were 
raised In the same way from SO to 35 per 
cent.; fancy goods from 30 to 35 per cent.; 
damask linen and goods of that class from 
25 per cent, to 30 per cent.; linseed oil, 
formerly 2(1 per cent., wns raised to 25 per 
cent.; woollen worsted fabrics from 30 per 
cent, to 35 per cent.: carpets, Brussels and

Britain's strong point as regards exporta- 
tion to this country lay In these lines of 
goods almost exclusively, and on these the 
duty was raised before the Mother Country 
was allowed to feel the throb of the gen- 
erous heart of her Canadian daughter. 
(Lnughtcr.) 

This was not the case with regard to tin" 
cousin on the other side of her. The 
llnance minister did not guard himself as 
well as he should In the Impression he 
conveyed to the country. He gave the 
Impression that the 25 per cent, reduction 
to the preferential country— Great Britain, 
to wit -acted as an extra reducer beyond 
the general tariff reduction which was 
made. Was this the ease or not? For 
Instance, take the case of animals. The 
Importation of animals from the United 
States In the last fiscal year amounted 
to $518,321, and from Great Britain In the 
same time only $2,427. The preferential 
tariff reduction had not the least effect 
upon the Importation of animals, (Hear, 
hear.) Another case In point wns that of 
hooks. From the United States Canada 
Imported In the last tlscal year $578,000 
worth, while from Groat Britain Canada 
Imported only $18.8,558 worth. Take grains, 
$5,000,000 worth were brought in from the 
United States, and only $500 worth from 
Grent Britain. Take breadstuff's, $5, 000,000 
worth came from the United States, and I 
$101,000 from Great Brltnln. The preferen- | 
tlal cut had not the slightest Influence upon I 
that. Take brass and manufactures of | 
brass. One might think Great Britain 
would have some chance In those articles. 
From the United States Canada bought 
$201,213, ami from' Great Britain only $35,- 
000, but from other non-preferential coun- 
tries a large supply, making the whole 
amount from non-preferentlnl countries 
$347.00*1, to $35,000 from Grent Britain. 

Mr. Foster made a similar comparison 
with reference to a lnrge number of other 
articles, nil going io prove that the alleged 
25 per cent, preference had no effect. 
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servatlve laughter.) How had it worked 
out? The results were these, thnt In duti- 
able Imports, merchandise from Great Brit- 
ain, and the dutiable Imports for home 
consumption In 1SU5 nnd 1800, there was 
an average of $23,900,000 sent In by Greut 
Britain. After two years of the present 
administration, thnt had fallen to $21,300,- 
000— an actual decrease of $2,000,000. 
(Hear, hear.) How had that preference 
acted as regards British Guiana nnd the 
West Indies? With British Guiana 70 per 
cent, had been the fulling off in trade, and 
33 per cent, had been the actual falling off 
In the imports from the British West 
Indies. (Hear, hear.) 

ABOUT RECIPROCITY. 
Now, a word with regard to reciprocity. 
The prime minister made a most astounding 
statement a week or two ago, in which he 
declared that he had now come to the con- 
clusion that Canada did not want, and 
practically did not need, reciprocity. He 
saw a shiver run over the frame of Sir 
Richard Cartwrlght, and, to a certain ex- 
tent, (he representative of the Maritime 
Provinces, and Mr. Fielding took occasion 
to say: 



EXTRAORPIN A RY TAXATION. 
Continuing, Mr. Foster said that Mr. 
Fielding had placed on extraordinary 
taxation. (Hear, hear.) He did not come 
down nnd reduce even his general tariff. He 
lid not even attempt to do that without, on 
lie other hand, laying on more than that 
amount of extra taxation. What new 
taxation did lie lay "u? Customs duty, 15 
cents a gallon or} liquor; excise duty, 
cents a gallon on distilled liquors; 
cigarettes, $1 a thousand added; tobac- 
5 cents a pound; manufactured to- 
co, lo cents; raw leaf. 10 and 14 ceiits,, 
ordtng as it was stemmed or Itn- 
steuimed. Having taken that, Mr. 
Fielding passed another year, the revenue 
became buoyant by millions of dollars, then 
he came down and played with the sympa- 
thies of the house nnd of the country by 
appealing to this country to extend a help- 
ing band to the West India Islands. II,. 
looked over the Held. The only way was 
by giving them a preferential on their raw 
sugar, consequently he proposed to. this 
country, out of sympathy and good will, to 
help the West Indian colonies, to give them 
25 per cent, of a preferential cut on raw 
sugars which they might send Into this 
country. He did not impose that for the 
sake of taxation. (Hear, hear.) He acknow- 
ledged thnt It bad had absolutely no effect. 
(Laughter.) Let him now cense mulcting 
the taxpayers of this country In $500,000 
or extra taxation put upon them under 
false pretences. (Hear, hear.)

INCREASE IN TRADE. 
Coming now to the Increase In trade, all 
were gra titled by that, but wer» they 
honest and fair-minded enough to rather 
discount the statement made by Mr. Field- 
ing, that within two years producers of 
this country had turned their attention to 
the British market? Did they not know 
thnt 10. and, yes, 12, years ago the pro- 
ducers of 'his country began to turn their 
attention to the British market, thnt the 
government or this country began to turn 
Its attention towards exploiting the Brit- 
ish market, and that when Canada was 
refused fair reciprocity with the United 
States, the government Immediately said 
that Cnnndn would seek other markets In 
the Mother Country? (Applause.) Had Mr. 
Fielding discovered cheese amongst his 
other discoveries? (Laughter.) Was cheese 
not known at all until this tremendous 
policy three years ago duA'ned upon the 
British world? 

Mr. Foster then entered upon an exhaus- 
tive comparison between the duties collect 
ed on British goods and on goods from 
the United Slates, showing thnt In last 
yonr's transact Ions Canada tool; in balances 
$111,000,000 British gold, and banded $40,- 
IMHUXH) of ll over to the United Slates. 
NO NEW MARKETS. 
Continuing, he said thai Canada had riot 
opened up a „,. w market to one dollar's 
worth of goods In the last wo years, since 
the Liberals had been In power. The mar- 
ket was closed against Canndn by a higher 
percentage of duly In sonic of the sister 
colonies of the West Indies, notwithstand- 
ing the helping hand held out to them, 
nnd trade In Important particulars with 
Germany, where It was growing, anil where 
it promised to be productive and remunera- 
tive, had been practically destroyed. (Hear 
near.) 

Speaking of preferential trade with Great 
Britain. Mr. Foster gave several reasons 
for believing Unit the Liberals had stumbled 
Into It without knowing what they were 
doing. The Liberals went into it with 
their settled policy of trading with every 
country that would trade with Canada oil 
certain conditions. They went through 
many transformations, nnd, at the end. 
what did they want to do? Thev wanted 
still to trade with all countries tlint would 
trade with them on u reciprocal basis, 
when Mr. Chamberlain put his foot down 
and told them that If they wanted to give 
preference to Great Britain, the only way 
they could do It was by discriminating 
ngnlnsl every other country In favor of 
Groat Britain. (Hear, hear.) This wns a 
phase of the policy which, In the end, dif- 
fered entirely from what the Liberals In- 
tended, nnd It was simply the product of 
compulsion and blundering combined, (Con- 



The prime minister. In a recent speech, 
appeared to say that Canndn no longer 
wnnted reciprocity. Perhaps thnt state- 
ment was a little stronger than some of 
my hon. friends would like. .There never 
wns a time when reciprocity wns not de- 
sirable. 

He trusted that the prime minister would 
take the hint, or be might find some kick- 
ing on the part of Mr. Fielding and some 
.thers who had not yet lost faith In reci- 
procity or else desired to so completely 
abandon the ground they had been taking 
'or the last 18 years. (Laughter.) The 
Liberals on obtaining of lice nl once rushed 
'h rough tledr tariff and made reductions In 
favor of the United States on most Im- 
nortnnt articles — the very ones on which the 
United States desired to have reductions. 
Wlint could the United States wish more to 
have u reduction on than their product 
>f corn, lP.ooo.ooo bushels of which came 
from thnt country to this in 1808. a portion 
to be exported, but by far a greater por- 
tion to be consumed In this country. The 
Conservatives ventured to warn the govern- 
ment nn that corn business. They ventured

Then, having handicapped themselves in so 
many ways, the Liberals went down to the 
people to whom they had given most of 
what they wanted, nnd said: "Now, let us 
sit down nnd negotiate a treaty," and what 
has it ended In? It had ended In nothing. 
The Liberals knew ns well as they knew 
that they were sitting thero thnt they 
could make no treaty with the United 
States of any breadth at all as regards 
trade.

There was a lilt of a row about it. a row In 
the Northwest, a row In British Columbia, 
a row nearer the scat of government. Tin' 
minister of the Interior did not take It 
back. Napoleonic in everything else, he was 
Napoleonic In his explanations. It was 
not. he said, that the Liberals nnd up 
preached us, but It wns thnt the Liberal- 
Conservatives had gone back— they had not 
come to meet us in the line of protection, 
but we bad gone buck to meet them on 
the line of revenue tariff and free trade.

.Mr. Sifton has been attacked witli some 
severity for his mal administration of the 
Yukon, and It would not be rash to bet 
that he will be attacked again, and even- 
tually driven from public life upon this 
score, but I doubt if the uial-admlulstratlon 
Of the Yukun is the greatest sin, entailing 
the most lasting evil upon Canada, of which 
the minister of the Interior has been 
guilty. 

While nil of us are talking of Imperialism, 
whilst all men lucky to be "of the blood," 
are looking forward to a union of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, the Hon. Mr. Sifton is 
pouring all the odds and ends and leavings 
of the nations Into Manitoba and the North- 
west, until I have heard It nlleged by men 
competent to judge that half the popula- 
tion of that section of Canada Is peopled 
by men who are In no sense of British or 
Anglo-Saxon origin. 

It has been laid down by the great writers 
upon nationality that a natural society of 
men, who by unity of territory, of origin, 
of custom and el' language are drawn Into 
.n community of life and of social conscience 
is that which constitutes a nation, but 
men like Manclni demand even more unities 
than these to constitute a nation. They 
would have unity of race, religion, language, 
geographical position, manners, history and 
laws. Now, the business which we men 
of Canada are about to-day is no less than 
the building of an Empire and the making 
of a nation. The Conservative idea Is to 
build up Canada so that she may become 
an Integral portion of that Britain which 
has eclipsed the old Human Empire and 
written lior name nil over the world's 
surface, and to make her portion of the 
British race out of the same materials (as 
nearly as may be) as those nf which the 
Island stock was compounded, 

If you may Judge of motives and Inten- 
tions by results, the motive of the pre- 
sent government has been to prevent the 
colony of Canada from being more closely 
united with the Mother Country, and Its 
Intention is to bring us into closer union 
with the people to the south of us. 

Three- great schemes for drawing the 
mother and daughter Into closed union 
huve been ventilated of late years ill the 
inter-preferential trade scheme which look 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurler Into power, and which 
he knocked cm the head when he got Into 
power, with all England, and Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain at Its head, standing ready 
to grant Canada all she asked, in the year 
of jubilee; (2l the fast Atlantic service, 
also kllleo ; and (3) the all-British cable, 
Which still hangs lire. 

All would have tended to bind us closer 
to the Empire; each would have been pre- 
judicial to the Interests of the United 
States. So far, everything has happened 
as the States would have wished: every- 
thing has resulted as the friends of Creator 
Britain would have wished It not to re- 
sult.

Of the 
Finns I am 'myself more enamored tliiia I 
am of any others amongst these Immigrants; 
they, at any rate, are un Independent; 
strong lighting people, but the murder at 
Sudbury Is too recent to be overlooked, 
and the newspaper report of them as a 
drunken, unruly crowd, who tried to murder 
the mall man. etc., Is strangely In accord 
with what you will Olid stated of them 
In two such unbiased works of reference 
as the K ii cyclopaedia Britannia and Slun- 
toni's Compendium of Geography. "Up- 
right, hospitable, faithful, submissive, but 
somewhat stolid, revengeful nnd Indolent, 
with physical and moral attributes common 
to tlie Mongolian race, to which they lire, 
no doubt, ethnically related," is what the 
Encyclopaedia says of the Finns, whilst the 
Compendium says that they have "promi- 
nent cheekbones as amongst the Mongolian 
races generally, and with honesty, trust- 
worthiness anil persevererfce combine vices 
of obstinacy, revenge and cruelty. They 
are also Indolent, disobliging and of un- 
cleanly habits." But they don't shirk the 
military responsibilities of citlzonhood uud 
:ire much better than the rest, even If 
they do bring u Tartar blend into our white 
man's blood. 

Of all these people generally, 1 would 
observe that the main reason why they 
are here Is that they won't obey the laws 
of the lands from which they come. Is 
this a strong reason for believing thnt we 
shall tl ikI them law-abiding citizens here'.' 

Of the Dukobors I have said that they 
won't serve: I will only add that one of 
the tenets of llielr religion is that abstin- 
ence from marriage for the sake of purity 
Is amongst their highest Christian virtues, 
and they come here with a record of having 
so abstained from economic motives for the 
last live years. They may make up for lost 
time, but if they carry their fad as far :is 
their fellow countrymen and neighbors In 
the Caucasus (the Skoptsl) they won't be 
of much permanent value to Canada. 

As to the Gallelans, the men of Buhowiun, 
I can say of my own knowledge that hav- 
ing travelled very much In Buroep and 
Asia. I have never seen such a beggarly, 
dirty, shiftless lot of men In the world, 
as those I saw In slippers and ringlets 
at Carcow and Lent berg, their two prin- 
cipal towns. Itepnrt represents our speci- 
mens as being true to tile type. They, 
too. have even in their short sojourn 
amongst us some pretty little murders to 
their credit. The wholesale slaughter nf 
a father ami children for a few dollars 
at Stunrtblirn will not lie forgotten In a 
but ry. 

At Brodv 80 per cent, of the people are 
.lews, the" poorest and worst In the world: 
1114 Per cent nf the population of nil Galicla 
Is of the same persuasion, anil so advanced 
Is (iallcla In agriculture that you may still 
see corn threshed there by the primitive 
method of treading it out with cuttle. 
Within the borders of (lint land are eight 
nationalities and eight religions, and of 
Hose the liuthenlans (little Russians) nre 
probably t he best. 

I know the little Russians, Indeed I have 
know 111 in very intimately for several years, 
not as a mere tourist, but ns one who has 
lived alongside of him, speaking Ids lan- 
guage, and I know him to bo un excitable, 
shiftless soul, liking work nnd practising 
economy, Just about as much as the most 
unthrifty of the west of Ireland peasants, 
than whom he Is more superstitious and 
less tidy. 

Perhaps I have said enough to Indicate 
that these Immigrants of Mr. Sifton's choos- 
ing are not quite the pick of mankind, 
but I am prepared to admit that a few 
of them. If scattered broadcast amongst 
our people, might In time assimilate witli 
the bulk of the population, though I think 
Is probable that they In turn would lingo 
that population very considerably with their 
peculiar lines. 

But they are not freely mixed v-Mh their 
neighbors. They are. on the contrary, sot- 
tied in separate colonies. In such a way as 
to tempt tliem to perpetuate their race 
characteristics Instead of merging them In 
the mnss. 

If anyone will take the trouble to read 
works which have been written upon the 
growth of the United States, he will find 
that the building of a nation out of nil 
manner of sects and malcontents has not 
been considered even by Americana an en- 
tirely successful experiment. But this Is 
not my point so much :is that In build- 
ing otvr nntlon of men alien to us In race, 
language, origin, memories and customs, we 
are building up a race which will not be 
bound by any tie of sentiment to us or 
to our Mother Country, but which will be 
In the nature of things he much more 
drawn to that national chaos to the south 
of us, In which law Is loss and license great- 
er and In which experiments of all kinds 
religious, social ninl economic are more 
popular than old-fashioned obedience to a 
discipline which lias been tested ami found 
wholesome, through centuries of experi- 
ence. 

Men of the (lid Country nt SI 70 per 
head will grow naturally into orderly Brit- 
ish colonists, whilst nf the first tempta- 
tion, Mr. Sifton's settlers ,it $."> per head 
will Incline naturally to annexation witli 
the StnteH and It Is conceivable I hat their 
numbers may he sufficient In time to swamp 
the vole of the rest of Canada. That Is 
a serious danger. 

It might he pardonable to till up our 
■viiste hinds with anything upon two legs 
which we eould do to cultivate It, If we 
had exhausted every expedient for attract- 
ing men of our own breed to Camilla. 
Bul we have not (lone this. The British 
do not conic In sufficient.. lumbers to tills 
country because It does ru.c pay them well 
enough to do so. 

We can remedy this, nn«v we ought to do 
so. Instead of spending our money to Im- 
port the outcasts of other nations and 
tn house tliem for the winter when i in- 
ported, and to coddle them generally In a 
way which we never coddle our own. we 
ought to ndopt the scheme of Inter-prefer- 
ential tariff suggested bv Mr. McNeill, and 
endorsed by the Conservative party, wljbb 
will assure to I hose who come lo culti- 
vate our lands a preference for all tlinl 
they can produce In llielr natural market, 
the greatest market In the world, the laud 
they come from. 

If we adopt this policy we can 'ill our 
country with the best Bottlers In the world, 
Instead of with the scum of It ; we can 
keep up the British breed In Its original 
purity and strength; we can till our pockets 
wllh good English money and shall lie 
able to guarantee our motherland ii'<nliist 
the danger of being starved Bill by :i Pi m- 
blhntlon of those nations which now pro- 
duce her food supply.

Awful Wreck 

On the Rails. 



Section of Reading Passenger 
Train Crashes Into Cars 
on Siding. 



Upwards of Twenty-Five Killed 
Outright and Scores 
Claimed.

Reading, Pa., May 13.— A terrible rear- 
end collision of passenger trains occurred 
about 10 last night on the Philadelphia it 
Bonding railroad ,n Exeter, a .small sta 
Hon six miles below Kctid.Jg, resulting in 
the loss of about 28 lives. Probably about 
■10 others were badly injure. 1, nnd cf these 
many will die. 

The express train for Philadelphia, 
scheduled to leave Heading at 8:30 p.m., 
was half an hour late In leaving. Mean- 
time many passengers on the train from 
Ilarrlsburg went aboard the Philadelphia 
express while it stood at. Reading, but the 
number of Ilarrlsburg passengers being too 
great to he accommodated on the express 
train, It was decided to send an extra train 
to Philadelphia to run as a second section. 
A largo number of people who went to 
the state cnpltol to witness the exercises 
connected with unveiling the Hartrilllfl 
monument there yesterday were on the 
Ilarrlsburg train. Norrlstowu was the 
home id' tlie late Govertioi Ilartrunft, and 
ninny from there had come to Ilarrlsburg 
to honor his memory by participating in the 
unveiling of tlie monument. The second 
section left here about 20 minutes after 
the express departed. 

At Exeter station the tlrst train stopped 
for orders, and while standing was run 
Into by tlie second section, with terrific 
force, Hie latter t ru 1 a at the time running 
in a great speed. The locomotive ploughed 
through the two rear ears, reducing them 
to splinters, then mounted the end of the 
third car from the rear. The tlrst cur of 
the second train was also smashed. 

The havoc wrought to the occupants of 
the cars was appalling. Many were crush- 
ed to death Instantly, while others were 
mangled and maimed In a horrible manner. 

The first train consisted of two express 
cars, mail and baggage cars, u combination 
car, two day coaches, a parlor cur and a 
day coach In the other mentioned. The see 
ond train consisted of six day conches, one 
of which had aboard a company If the 
BOtb regiment of National Guards, whose 
headquarters are at Norrlstowu. Another 
ear contained the members of the Mont- 
gomery Hose Company, of Norrlstowu. 
The oi her four curs had regular passengers. 
Including about. 20 survivors of the olst 
Pennsylvania volunteers, tlartranft's old 
command. 

Upon recovering from the effects of tlie 
shock, those who escaped set to work to 
rescue, their more unfortunate fellow pas- 
sengers. Telegrams were hastily sent to 
Reading for assistance, and two relief trains 
with surgeons nnd nurses were despatched 
to the scene. Medical aid was promptly 
rendered tn the Injured upon the arrival 
of these trains nt the

trnl ii is what Is known ds the "Cannon 
Ball" express, and the special extra see- 
lion of It crashed Into the ordinary train. 
The regular train passed the signal tower 
all right, but orders were given for it to 
buck towards Exeter, and this was done. 
We had only got back a very .short dis- 
tance when the second section crashed Into 
the rear portion of our train. It Is sold 
that the second section started within two 
minutes after our train started.!' 

An official of the company gives the 
number of dead as L':S, and says -10 are 
badly injured. Several of the hitter, it Is 
thought, will die before the night. 

Philadelphia, Pn„ May 13.— Three cars of 
the Ill-fated section which crushed Into the 
first section of the "Cannon Ball" express 
train at Exeter lust night, arrived here tit 
4:18 this morning. The second train was 
composed of six day conches, but three of 
them were badly wrecked In the collision. 
When the three earn which arrived here 
left the scene of the wreck they carried 
a large Dumber of Injured and others who 
escaped Injury. Some of the Injured were 
taken off ami removed to the hospitals nl 
Norrlstowu. While the train was standing 
at the latter place two of the Injured died 
before they could bo removed, 

When the rain arrived here there were 
on board Harry Orrell, engineer of the sec- 
ond train; ami his Oremau, W. L. Everett, 
both hurt. Orrell bad been reported dead, 
but was only In lured. De received a bad 
Kcnlp wound, Hist head was bandaged and 
blood covered his face, hands and clothing. 
The Ill-ennui was slightly Injured about the 
hack. In an Interview with n reporter 
nf the As- -la'-vl Press, Orrell said he could 
not iiccoiii ; tor the accident. 

Pottstovn. May Ifl.. John E. Slielner. of 
Ilurrisbin .;, who wuh in the smoking car. 
escaped practically unhurt. Mr. Shelner 
said lo a reporter: "It was positively tb,- 
most terrible scene I have ever looked upon. 
The wreck was Indescribable. Human arms 
and limbs sticking out of windows, with 
splinters of wood driven through them, and 
(iead bodies piled III nnd around I lie wreck- 
age, made n sickening sight. There wis 
one doctor on the train— Dr. .1. K. Weaver— 
and he did heroic service In relieving, tem- 
porarily lit least, the sufferings of those 
who were Injured,"
